I now also know tiiat help is not wanted and that, with the accumulating weight of the 
years, made heavier by the burdens needlessly added by friends, not ehemies, were it to 
tj bo, it becomes les3 possible. 

As there are many people in Bow Orleans your offices knows and I don't, some of 
whom I'd like to know, there are some who have spoken to me and who haa not been 3 poken 
to by any of you - at all or about those things of which they and I did speak. There are 
some determined people- 1 down there* Not ^im's friends and not the friends of those who 
have been the friends of his friends or will be if they have been* 

Jim will be their 3ccrifical goat, unless there is a change I do not have reason to 

:\ anticipate* This week is another anniversary: of the time one of them told me this. 

The Greeks gave us a special word for all of this, tragedy. It comes, appropriately 
t enough, from the 3ong of those who in ancient days herded goats* 

I would still welcome what I do not expect, those court transcripts* Nov/, however, 

I would have to lay them aside, for others things require the immediate time* 

I wish I could write you in a less morose vein. Tliis word also lias an appropriate 
origin, in the Batin having to do with a way of life (and it means gloomy in the sense 
.1 in which I use it)* I will be happy to bo wrong* 

iA oo has often spoken of wanting to see snow, please tell him v/e'vek had it twice 
thus far tliis season.
